Chinese who left Port Arthur Sun-

They state that tho 
Japanese, by making desperate-charg- 
es, which were reinforced by an ar- 
tillery lire from Shuslilyen and .Lou- 
isa Hay, swept from tho north Itilo 
Pigeon Hay 'territory and drove tho 
Russians hack fron. the main forts. 
Tlu* Chofoo dispatch continues.

Estimate of Property Lost In Minne- 


sota Tornado Reaches 92,500,000. ' 
St. Paul. Minn., Aug. 23.—Tho latest 


compiled estimate of the losa' occa- 
sioned by Saturday's tornado In Min- 
nesota shows that tho dead number 
fourteen, while two are perhaps fatal- 
ly Injured. The property losses aggre- 
gate $2,fir,fi.ono, of which more than 
half was sustained In St. Paul, where 
the damage is estimated at $1.780,000, 
over $1,000.000 of which Is felt by the 
municipality.

man bail fought his way xlcp 
by step to the very gates of 
Atlanta.

Slocuni In the trenched he 
hud, built In fmnt of the city and 
launched forth with the main part of 
his army to ent the communication* 
of his opponent tin the south. 


The Confederate commander -at At- 


lanta. General J. II. Hood, was 11 brave 
but InipctuolM soldier and hml depleted 
his lighting strength In heroic clforts 
to loosen Slii'riiinn'H grip by drspcrulo 
attacks In open Held. 
Even when 


virtually xiirnmiulcd ho still clung to 
the citadel. 
It was said that he Kl- 


_ lleved that Sherman's supplies wen* 
exhausted nnd that the Fi-deni! army 
was at the point of abandoning the 
Klrso. Krnin this dream be was sud- 
denly nwnkfiied by the appearance. of 
an Immense army of fnes southwest 
of Athmtu, close to the r:illro:ids from 
the soulh which brought supplies to 
Ills camps. Still determined to tight 
to the last, he dispatched CeniTal 
Hardeo with his own corps nnd that 
led by Ocneral S.. I). Leo to defend the 
railroads and remained In the Atlanta 
trenches with the rest of his force. 


The march of llardeeV 'column coiitli- 


Tvnrd was led by the Intrepid Pat 
Clebnrne. the "Stonewall of the West." 
who could always nnd an enemy and 
stir up n llghlvevcn though the chance* 
were against him. Clclmrnc struck out 
for the extreme Html: of Sherman's 
moving •column. Intending to march 
till he reached It, then double It ill) 
by n vigorous attack, like his prototype 
at Cbancellorsvllle.

There he Intrenched a position, having 
learned that the enemy was In • force 
at Jonesboro. n point near by and only 
IKtceii miles from Atlanta, with rail 
communication-! still open. I luring (he 
night Howard heard the Irnlni im>vl:i- 
southward from Atlanta and bc:it \vc.-.l 
to Sherman, who was following In his 
wake with the army of the Cumber- 
land, under sturdy "Pap" Thomas, that 
tin? enemy was not to be caught n.;p- 


nt the ilrst rush. 
In this charge thn 


famous Eighteenth fulled States In- 
fantry won new laurels. 
The com- 


mander of the Eighteenth, Captain L. 
M. KclluKg, rode out In front of the 
colors, picking bis way thnlugb a dense 
undergrowth lor -Kid yards, to the edge 
of an open Held. Kcformlng their line, 
the regulars dnshnl on a distance of 
£00 yards, all the way under lire. On 
reaching the breastworks, tilled with 
Clchunio'j!

assailants. 
The regulars held their

OLD MANSIONS STILL STAND »>l 


ROXBURY, MASS. 


Severely Simple and Without Preten- 


sions to Architectural Beauty, They 
Are Good for Many Years to Come— 
Homes of Famous Men.

The c.\nct dnte of the founding of 


the town of Roxbury. Mass., In a mat- 
•ter of some doubt, hut It Is curtain 
that It was founded as early na tho 
loyi of July In tho year HiHO. for tho 
Town Boole fihowB that one Grlflln 
Craft wan born there on that day. No 
doubt ho was tho first child liorn In 
the town. The founders of tho town 
were many of them 
from 
London, 


while n few were froni tho west of 
Knclnnd. 


From tho tlmo of Its founding down 


to tho prunont day there have been 
Crafts, 
I'arltfirs, 
Heaths, 
Senvers, 


Welds and Paysons In Iloxlwry. Tho 


Home 6f Gen. Wnrrcn. 


naniOH of Dudley, Unrtls, WIIlhtniH und 
OrlitBH uro also nssocl.m-d with tho 
entire hlr.tory of the town. They are 
names tlmt stand for all that Is best 
In tho growth of Koxhitry. nml no town 
In America can show a Oner "honor 
roll" than can this old town. 


Of all thii nnmoa awsoclutpd with 


tho hl.Mtory of Iloxbtiry none stand 
forth with prenler prominence than 
that of Ellut, tho great, apostle to tho 
Indians, 'Born nt NiiHlnK. ICnglnml. 
twenty miles from Tx>niUm, ho cam<» to 
Hoxbury In* tho year 10^2 and'becamo 
pastor of tho church thero. The story 
of his ministry of moru than half a 
century Is one of tho inoxt Intercstlm; 
In tho rcllKlous history of .our country. 


That Iloxbitry was not a town of 


very rapid growth Is known from tho 
fact that at tho close of tho war of 
the revolution, muru than 125 years 
after the above description WHH writ- 
ten. Hoxbury had hut 
IMS dwelling 


houses, 107 barnB, K>0 corn houses, 
threo churches and five nctioohi. Many 
of the peoplo of tho town mur.t havo 
been encased In tanning, for -we aro 
told that there were at thttt time elcht- 
ccn tan houses and slaughter IIOHKCS. 
Thuio was a chocolate mill In tho 
town nt thlK time. In the year 1790 
tho town hail 2,228 Inhabitants. 


It Is In part of th<» "ftiyro houses" 


of tho early dayii of Iloxbtiry that this 
chronicle ban to deal. Tlfe flrs't houses 
In the town cculd not bavo been very 
"fayro" to look upon, Jndwd by our 
modern Rtundard of beauty. 
They 


were Illie r.ll tho houses of that tlmo 
In Now England—of but ono Htory, 
with very sleep roofs, and they were 
built of clay and mini or of roughly 
hewn lops. 
They 
had huge tstotio 


chlmneyn In tho center, and the lire- 
places were of great slzo. 
Most of 


the houses had but ono room, with 
perhaps a loft above tisnl HH n slopp- 
ing room by r.omo members of tho 
family. Homo of the windows were of 
oiled paper Instead of glass, und tho 
first windows were of small, diamond- 
Hh'aped puni'H of glass. 


It goes without raying that tho fur- 


nishings of these first Iloxhnry homes 
were vnry simple and primitive. Nono 
of tho first house* built (n Uoxbnry 
arc,now standing, although thero are 
Fome of ancient origin. One. of these 
is'tr.o old Oov. Shirley house, on Shir- 
ley street. 
This old hcuso Is sup- 


posed to have been built about the 
year 17-18, rnont of tho material of 


Shirley Mansion. 


which It la composed having been 
brought from England at a very heavy 
cost by Gov. Shirley, who was govern- 
or of Massachusetts from tho year 
1741 to 17Sfi. 


Shirley Place was ono of the llnest 


mansions In the Hoxlmry t'f that day, 
and no house In Koxbury and row In 
DoHton over received more 
distin- 


guished guests under Its roof. 
To 


this houso •camo Washington. Lafay- 
ette, Franklin and John Adams. Gov. 
Shirley entertained in a very lavish 
T:sy. The mansion was made a bar- 
racks for our soldiers In 177i>, nnd nt 
the close of tho war of tho revolution 
tho houso became tho property of 
MaJ. Road, who was one of tho leading 
politicians of Koxbury.

The old Williams houso In Itox- 


bury Is of very ancient origin, and It 
has been occupied by generation after 
generation of the Williams family. 
: It WHS built about the year KiSO. 
ami It was for many years the home 
of Stephen Williams, who wan one of 
the' many tanners who have lived In 
Roxhury. 
Tho house' was sold . to 


Samuel Walker about 
eighty years 


ago, and he spent a large sum of 
money In beautifying the then exten- 
sive grounds. He was one of the most 
noted horticulturists of his day. 
He 


died In tho old house In December, 


The houso of the "Apostle" Eliot 


fltood Immediately In the rear of the 
building now occupied by fl-o People's 
National hank. 
Eliot owned hero a 


Hjnnll estate of two and one-half acres 
of ground and n house of two stories, 
with a gambrel roof. Ho did the most 
romarltablo work among tho Indian!) 
of any man that ever camo to New 
England. 
Ho 
accomplished, 
after 


twelve years of hard labor,' the great 
task of translating tho lilble Into the 
Indian tongue, end Cotton Mather de- 
clared that Eliot "writ the whole with 
but one pen." 
This was the first. 


Hlblo printed on this continent, and 
copies of It nro BO raro that they aro 
worth thousands of dollars. 


Many thousands of visitors to Rox- 


bvry on tho l?th of Juno, on the oc- 
casion of the Dedication of the beauti- 
ful monument to Gen. Joseph Warren, 
noticed tho elaborately decorated old 
hniiBO on Warren Ktrrnt,' a nhort dis- 
tance from Du.lley. This Is the Mead 
houne, known to many as the old Tur- 
ner house, am*. It Is said to be the old- 
est houso In Roxbury, having been 
built In IfiSS. 


The homestead of Gen. Joseph War- 


ren was In by-gone days i,ne of thfl 
most attractive places In Uoxbury. It 
contained originally woven acres, and 
It camo Into the possession of tho 
grandfather of Gen. Warrnn us long

ago as lt;87. Tho h'ou."e In which Oen. 
Warren was born, was built In 1720, 
ant. the stono hous" now standing on 
the site of-.the old house was built In 
It-, Hi. The entire estate could not ho 
sold for $l.nno In'the year 1S3I1, nnd 
poopl* thought It was. a case of enor- 
mously Inlhitod value when It was 
sold for 55.000 nt auction. 


Hoxbury has many other old houses 


rich In historical associations and a 
Hill record of them would till many 
pages of this paper.
